1 . We expect Chinese Embassy will make statement to press today on 
cancellation 135** meeting. If they do so. we intend make following statement in 
response press questions. Request approval or alternative language by 
immediate cable for our use this afternoon. 

2. BEGIN TEXT. The Chinese Embassy this moming delivered a letter to this 
Embassy canceling the ^3S^ meeting between US and Communist Chinese 
representatives, scheduled to take place Febmary 20. The letter charged the 
United State with complicity in the recent defection, in The Netheriands, of a 
Communist Chinese diplomat. 

3. We rejected these charges, and expressed regret at the unilateral decision of 
the Chinese side to cancel the 135*^ meeting. We have always considered these 
meetings useful and valuable. 



5. The letter from the Chinese Embassy has been refered to the Department of 
State. END TEXT 

6. If Chinese do make statement to press and we receive queries prior to receipt 
of guidance from Department, we will merely confirm receipt of letter from 
Chinese and cancellation of talks, but make no formal statement. 
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
